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Arrival of the Eliza Anderson ! 



War dates to October 2d. 



The steamer Eliza Anderson, with later news 
from the seat of war, received overland, arrived 
yesterday morning. We aro indebted to Purser 
Finch for files of late papers, from which we make 
the following summary of news : 

San Francisco News. 

Sax Francisco, Sept. 2!).— Attorney General 
Pixlcy has written an opinion on the subject of 
U. S. Legal Tender Notes, lie argues that the 
War Department, and not the Courts, is tho tri- 
bunal to determine the legality of tho notes. 
Government may put down the Courts and declare 
martial law. The paper currency is a necessity of 
war. Congress will revoke all bank charters, and 
suppress the issue, of all paper money except 
from the Treasury of the United States. The 
attempt to lusscn the value of Government paper 
is treason. 

Some employees of the Gas Company arc to be 
prosecuted for attempting to remove a meter from 
a cigar shop, the proprietor having insisted on 
paying his gas bill in Treasury notes. 

The Stamp Act goes into operation on Wednes- 
day, but no stamps have been leceiicd in this 
State. All transactions iu the nature of contracts 
and conveyances will have to bo suspended until 
the stamps arrive. 

Hiram Clark, of the firm of Abcrnethy, Clark & 
Co., and George Aberncthy & Co., extensive lum- 
ber dealers, filed his petition in insolvency to-day. 
Debts and liabilities over §1-10,000 ; available as- 
sets, $20,000. 

Iu New York gold lias advanced to 22 per cent, 
premium, with upward tendency. 

Tho earthquake at 2 o'clock a. m. was the sc- 
TcruBt shock felt here since February. 18,">0'. 

San Francisco Oct. 1. — II. Heighe, for many 
years in tho mploy of the banking house of Wells, 
Fargo & Co., having especial charge of the trans- 
actions ot the bank with tho United States Branch 
Mint, committed suicide last night by blowing his 
brains out with a pistol, at the luiusc of 11. 1>. 
Bleuvelt, where ho lodged. The fact was discov- 
ered this morning. He had placed the muzzle of 
the pistol iu his mouth. The head is frightfully 
shattered. The deceased was aged 27 years, and 
a native of Maryland. It is said that his accounts 
aro all right, so far as examined.

Important from China and Japan. 

San Fuancisuo, Oct. 3.— The ship Lotus, 47 
days from Hongkong, arrived last night with dates 
to August 10 On the 17th July a terrific typhoon 
swept over Hongkong, Maco, Canton, and Wham- 
poa, destroying 50,000 persons. Canton was the 
centre of the typhoou. Every vessel on the river 
was destroyed, including tho imperial fleet, sixty 
war Tessols, and an immense number of transports 
for soldiers. In the harbor of Maco 100 oil. sugar, 
and other boats were destroyed. Tho American 
ships John Bell and Washington were blown 
ashore. Tho typhoon lusted 8 hours. It is un- 
precedented iu tho recollection of the Chinese. 

At Yeddo, Japan, an attack was made on the 
British Legation by natives. The British guards 
were killed. The intention, it is supposed, was to 
intimidate the foreign ministers, and rhako them 
leave. H. M. S. Reward has gone to Yeddo to 
protect the foreign ambassadors. 

Nbw Youk, Sept. 27.— Humors at Washington 
aay the President contemplates issuing a proclama- 
tion making Florida a cotton plantation, and in- 
viting laborers, white and black, to settle there. 
They arc to have ample protection from the army 
nnd navy, Florida is to be reduced to a territorial 
condition. The movement is said to bo prelimin- 
ary to the policy to bo adopted hereafter with the 
Other Southern States. 

A report from Apalachicola says two rebel iron- 
clad gunboats arc nearly ready fur service there. 

The Tribune's Washington dispatch has a rumor 
that Seward is about to resign the portfolio of the 
State Department to Edward Everett. 

New Orleans advices give an order by General 
Duller, requiring foreign residents in that Depart- 
ment to report to the Provost Marshal. The order 
says that in the course of ten days it might be- 
come nsccsaary to distinguish disloyal from loyai 
citizens aud honest neutral foreigners, Ho threat- 
ened to punish simulated claims to foreign allegi- 
ance with the utmost severity. 

The Times has news from Winchester to Wed- 
nesday, 24th. A largo force of rebels were there, 
much demoralized aud suffering for want of food. 
All the negroes in the neighborhood had been im- 
pressed to work at the fortifications, The rebels 
apprehensive that their communications and sup- 
plies would be cut off by a movement frem Wash- 
ington on Lccsburg. All public buildings and a 
number of private dwellings in Winchester were 
used as military stores. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Sept. 29th.— :i0() Sioux, 
under Little Crow, were attacked by Colonel Sib- 
ley's command, Sept. 23d. The battle lasted two 
hours. The result was defeat of the Indians, with 
loss of SO killed; ami a large number wounded. 
Four whites killed and 30 or 10 wounded. 

PJilt.ADiiLfiUA, 27.— The Washington Star of 
last ovening says that Gen. Sunnier occupied 
Bolivar Heights, Va. Gen. Williams, lato of 
Hanks' corps, occupied Maryland flights, Ilurn- 
aides' artillery forded the river at Harper's Ferry, 
on Friday. It was thought that his infantry would 
cross on a new pontoon bridge to-day. 

Federal Iruops were massed near Charleston, S. 

Gtn. Rousseii is after Uragg. 200,000 Federals 
are between Nashville and Louisville. 

A bill passed the Confederate Congress, author- 
izing tho Secretary of the Trcasuury to issue cop- 
per coin of the denomination of 5, 10 and 2d cents 
to tho amount of $5,000,000. 

Washington, Sept. 30th.— the following official 
report has boon received by Gen. Ilalleck : 

At South Mountain our loss was 113 killed, 
. 1,860 wounded, and 70 missing. At Antietum our 
killed numbered 2,010 ; wounded, 9,115 ; missing, 
1,041. Tho loss of rebels at South Mountain can- 
not lio ascertained with accuracy, but as our troops 
drove them from the commencement of the action, 
und as a much greater number of their dead were 
on the field than our own, it is not unreasonable 
to suppose their loss was greater than ours. 



Estimating their killed at 500 in that fight, the 
total number of rebels killed iu the two battles 
would be 4,000. According to the rates of our own 
killed anil wounded, this would make their loss in 
wounded, 13,7b0. As nearly as can be determined, 
the number of prisoners taken by our troops, iu 
the two battles, was at leabt 5,000; of those 1,200 
were wounded. This makes the rebel loss in kill- 
ed, wounded and prisoners, 25,506. It may be 
safely concluded that the rebel army lost at lea-t 
30,000 of their best troops from the time our troops 
tirsl encountered Hie enemy in Maryland until 
they were driven back into Virginia." We have 
not lost a single pun or color. 

We captured 13 guns, 7 caissons, besides 29 
colors and one signal flag. 

On the battle field of Antictam 1 1,000 small 
arms were collected. At South Mountain no col- 
lection of small arms was made, owing to the 
haste of pursuit from that point.

In all other 
things to he again as one Separate people for de- 
fensive aud offensive operations against other 
countries. To be in unity iu matters of postage 
and revenue service the same us heretofore. They 
pledge themselves to leturn all government prop- 
erly ns they found it. In addition, to be repre- 
sented in our Congress according to their white 
population. 

Chicaoo, Oot, 1. — The rumor that rebel Com- 
missioners are on the way from Richmond to 
treat for peace is probably sensational, and was 
telegraphed by mistake. 

Cincinnati, Sept. 30.— Gen. Morgan left Cum- 
berland Gap two weeks ago, and is supposed to 
be marching north-easterly towards Portsmouth, 
Ohio. He brought away all his stores and blocked 
up the Gap, so as to render it impassable. 

New YoitK, Sept. 30.— 27,000 troops have left 
the city, but their destination is not stated. A 
Washington letter doubts the rumor about Lee I 
n aking a serious movement Says 20,000 troops 
left Washington last night in one direction and 
another body in another direction. 

The Stur says it is generally believed hern that 
Jeff Day is is about to send 50,000 troops on forced 
marches across the mountains to Wheeling, 
thence to Pittsburg and Cincinnati — then forming 
a junction with Bragg and Kcrby Smith iu Ken- 
tucky. 

The Star intimates llciutzclinttn is in a position 
to intercept a movement of the rebel army towards 
Richmond. 

Cincinnati, Sept. 29.— A gentleman from the 
vicinity i I Lexington, Kentucky, reports a great 
conflagration in that city on Friday. The origin 
of the lire is unknown. The loss is several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

The residents of Virginia, near Washington, arc 
starving. 

St. Louis, -Sept. 28.— A fight is reported to have 

taken place at Cassvillo, Mo , on the 21st, between 
a hundred rebels and a company of the 1st Arkan- 
sas cavalry, resulting in the complete rout of the 
rebels, with loss of 15 lulled and 19 taken prison- 
ers. Our troops captured 20 hoises and a number 
of guns. Our loss only one killed. 

Cincinnati, Sept. 28 .— Kebcls last night cap- 
tured Augusta, ICy., 10 miles above this city. After 
robbing several bouses they destroyed the place. 
Tho citizens fled to the Ohio side. 

Nkw Youk, Sept. 28.— The news of Pope's re- 
verse was the thoino of universal comment in Eng- 
land. The intelligence was regarded as most dis- 
astrous for the North. The Time* argues that 
the federal Government is brought to the verge of 
ruin, and believes such terms might bo safely used, 
when it is no longer safe to execute the functions 
of government in llic capital. 

Ciiicauo, Oct. 1.— The rebel troops iu Ken- 
tucky number 78,000. Uuell's army is moving 
towards the interior of the State in several co'» 
uinna. Heavy skirmishing was going on. 

The rebel steamer Nashville is blockaded in 
Ogecbcr River, S. C. Tho rebel ram is nearly 
completed atSavanah, Ga. 

A dispatch from the headquarters of the Army 
of the Potomac to-day says- General Pleasontou 
crossed the Potomac at Shepards-town this morn- 
ing with a force of cavalry and artillery, for the 
purpose of making a reeoniioissance iu the onc- 
iny's lear, information having been received that 
their army had fallen back. He came up with 
them near Shopardstown and drove them towards 
Murtlnsburg from which place they were soon 
shelled bj our artillery. The loss is small. It is 
believed that there arc very few icbcls at Win- 
chester, the greater portion of them bring en- 
camped between there and Underwood. 

New York, Oct. 1. — The statement that Sigel 
has resigned or is about to do so is denocnccil as 
a mischievous falsehood. 

In Louisiana guerrillas are very troublesome. 

18,000 patients arc iu hospital at Washington. 

Appearances eecm to Indicate a battle at tiolivar, 
Tennessee, before long. Gen, Grant's head- 
quarters having been removed to Jackson. 

Gen. Uutlcr has organized two companies of 
negroes at New Orleans. 

Eli Thayer has been appointed military Gover- 
nor of Florida in order that he may carry out his 
colonization scheme, 

The rebels arc devastating the track of the 
Mulhavo and Ohio railroad. 

An attack on Mobile by Federal gunboats is 
shortly expected. The gui boats are rendezvous- 
ing at Pcnsacola. 

1). 1). Porter, of the Navy, has been appointed 
to the command of all the naval forces on the 
Mississippi river 

All is quiet at Helena, Arkansas, Some of the 
rebel papers claim the victory of the late battle of 
Inca, Tcun. Other papers, blame ISreekcnridgc 
for their defeat.

Employment for Settlers in the Country. 

No doubt, amoug those who have lately be- 
gun to Bettle in the Cowichan country und the 
adjacent districts, will be found some whoso 
means arc rather limited, and who would 
gladly avail themselves or the opportunity of 
doing something to enable ihem to husband, if 
not add to, their resources. There are, ol 
course, many days in the farmer's calendar 
which preclude out-door operations. At such 
timss it may bo well for him to havo some- 
thing which will o;nploy him cinder shelter. 
In many places the prevalence of a gcod sup- 
ply of cedar will give an opportunity to go 
into tho manufacture of shingles. At the 
present prices very good wages can be made 
at that kind of work. The outlay necessary 
to commenco it will be exceedingly little, and 
the demand must, of course, bo increasing. At 
present wo arc indebted to our neighbors 
across the Sound for a greut portion of the 
shingles consumed here. There, is no reason 
why we should not be able to have all we 
want manufactured on the Island. We have 
got the material ; the labor to manufacture it 
we also havo. All that is required is that it 
be taken hold of. The wholesale, or manufac- 
turer's price ranges, we believe, from $2 50 to 
?4 per thousand. At .the latter price, which 
is what good shingles nre worth at the pres- 
ent time at the makers, capital wages can be 
made. Men have been known out in the east 
to turn out their four thousand a day. Take 
half that quantity at 82 per M., with a rea- 
sonable demand for them, and a man might 
do worse than shingle-making. It may be 
questioned, however, if we can depend much 
upon foreign markets for consumption of that 
product of our manufactures. The wholesale 
prices of redwood shingles in San Francisco 
are from §2 75 to §;5 per thousand, while the 
duty is 20 per cent. This, added to freight, 
etc., would leave, one would think, but a small 
margin for profit. However.it might be found 
that shingles exported from here would pay, 
and it is worth the trial. Another branch of 
lumbering might be conducted by individuals 
in conjunction with that of the above men- 
tioned article. We mean the splitting of 
cedar lath. It is quite true that 
there is little or no consumption of 
that description of articles in this city ut 
the present time. In fact our style of building 
hitherto has caused little demand for any kind 
of lath. Latterly, however, there is quite a 
change for the better in that respect, and we 
have but little doubt that a good description 
of split cedar lath, at a reasonable price, would 
find ready sale. Sawed pine lath retails at >vl 
per thousand; at the mill the price is about 
$3. So if we allow that a man can split two 
thousand per day, he can afford to sell them 
considerably cheaper than sawed lath now 
sell. It will be thus seen that there is room 
for making money on a small scale at either 
of these branches ol business if men will only 
take them up. In the Eastern Provinces of 
British America, where every description of 
lumber is at a much lower rate than here, men 
manage to make a good living, and wc cau't 
see why the same might not be done here. 

Whan Lawyers Differ Who Shall Agree ? 

Truly our City Council arc to bo pitied. 
No poor mortals ambitious of mmsieipal 
honors and glory have ever had so hard a 
time of it as tho unfortunate seven who are 
supposed to control the destinies of Victoria. 
Bulwer's readers never looked with a tithe of 
the eagerness (or the solution of his novel, 
" What will ho do with it?" that our public 
awaits the development of the City Charter 
question. "What will they do with it?" is 
the query now asked in regard to that docu- 
ment. Every day seems to bring us no nearer 
to a satisfactory termination of tho trouble 
that has arisen from Mr. Cary's clumsy work- 
manship. A couple of weeks ago the opinion 
of Messrs. Ring and McCreight was asked by 
the Committee of Ways and Means relative 
to. the City Council's power under tho Act of 
Incorporation. We published their answers 
to the questions asked of them at that time. 
Since that Mr. Cary has been asked what he 
thought of the matter. \Vhut could be ex- 
pected from him ? Did any one ever accuse 
Mr. Cary of possessing the magnanimity when 
he was in the wrong to make any acknowl- 
edgement of it ? Oh, no ; that is a quality 
which would not pay in this fast age. Anil 
Mr. Cary is not so verdant as to play a losing 
game. His superiority must be maintained at 
all hazards. No legislative incompetency 
could ho acknowledge. If another lawyer de- 
clared his work to be black, he must prove it 
to be white. If Messrs. King and McCreight 
gave it as their opinion that the City Council 
had little or no powers for all practical pur- 
poses, the Attorney General has no hesitation 
in declaring in edict that their authority is 
next to supreme, which arc we to believe ? 

Notwithstanding the air of overweening 
confidence which pervades the opinion of the 
Attorney General, given in reply to questions 
asked of him concerning the powers of the 
City Council and published in our yesterday's 
issue, we cannot see that ho has placed the 
matter in any better position than it was be- 
fore. In his anxiety to prove his work good 
he displays too much of that ambition that 
overleaps itself. Instead ol our having a 
Council with the powers incidental to ordinary 
corporations of that character, Mr. (Jury, iu 
his answers, would lead us to believe that wo 
have a House of Assembly and Legislative 
Council combiucd. According to him tho 
Council may pass by-laws which, unless dis- 
allowed within seven days from the date of 
publication, have as much the force of law as 
any Act of Parliament passed by the Com- 
mons and Lords and assented to by the Crown : 
that is in effect, that the Governor and the 
Mayor and Couucil have a legislative power 
deputed to them. And further, Mr. Cary 
says "there is no power in the Colony which 
dare interfero with the action of the Council 
in the exercise of any of the powers conferred 
upon it by a by-law duly passed and not dis- 
allowed." Was this intended as a threat ! 
Does Mr. Cury Beck to prevent our Courts of 
.lustico from picking his handiwork to pieces? 
7?u- ? ^ u< ? rne y ^neral the superior of the 
Chief Justice, that he presumes to speak thus 
dictatonally 1 Wo confess such languaijo as we 
have just repeated smacks a littlu autocratic 
to our ears. If, ns the Attorney General would 
have un believe, " such by-laws are to bo admin- 



istered from the tribunals of justlqo, without 
question," what is to lljftdcr tho grossest 
abuse of municipal power? What is to pre- 
vent our being ruled by Beven petty tyrants 
by the consent of the Governor ? Tho tri- 
bunals of justice arc not to call their laws in 
question : no matter how absurd, how con- 
trary to the principles of justice they may 
be. Tho suspension of Habeas Corpus by 
Abraham Lincoln was only a fly bile com- 
pared with the arbitrary power that might, 
according to Mr. Cary's teaching, bo exor- 
cised by our Council. And why '! Simply 
because "any other doctrine would rest in the 
judicial functionaries a power of overruling 
the assent of the Crown, which is absurd." 
But Mr. Cary proceeds to fortify his doctrine 
by referring to the parliamentary enactments 
of other countries. "Were it at all necessary," 
says he, "a hundred instances of author- 
ization equally large might be shown in the 
statute books of England and Canada." 
Why, we ask, does he not give us an ex- 
ample of them. As far as our experience iu 
municipal matters goes, we would say that 
tho Act of Incorporation is a perfect anomaly 
in tho way of municipal charters. It's some- 
thing "original." After all, why should we 
take Mr. Cary's opinion of the Act to be tho 
only truo one ? Ave all others wrong ; and 
is he right? Does the opinion of Mossrs. 
Ring and McCreight go for naught when 
placed against that of the favorite pupil ol 
Sir Hugh Cairns ? They say the City 
Council have no power to assess trades and 
liquor licenses. Mr. Cary says they have 
full authority to do it unless the by-law bo 
disallowed. On one hand it is contended 
that it is questionable whether the Council 
havo power to borrow money, and on the 
other it is said they have ample authority to 
do so. But why go any further ? Have we 
not seen enough to convince us of the shame- 
ful manner in which the people ol this city 
have been used in this matter by one 
who was supposed to look after their interest. 
Nothing was easier than to give such an Act 
of Incorporation that would be the subject 
of no dispute. Whether from incompetence 
or design, it seems, to judge by the results, 
that wo have not received it. Even Mr. 
Cary, though he may seek to conceal it, 
cvidenllv sees the necessity of a little legis- 
lative patching to cover up the nakedness of 
his pet charter. Had he he done his duty, 
we need not have come to that. Tho City 
might have been spared the vexatious delays 
which have already been created.

The Mouse met at 3:15 o'clock. Present — 
The Speaker and Messrs. King, Soutligute, 
Cocker, Trimble, Gary, Franklin. 

Consmleraliou of tho Council nmoiuluicnta 
to ilio Gunpowder liill was postponed. 

TRADES I.ICKNSK. 

The LTouoo went into Committee on the hill 
to amend the Tanks License Act, 18(10, Mr, 
Franklin in the Chain 

To the first or repealing clause, Mr. Frank- 
lin took exception, lor the reason that he could 
not sec to what use the additional revenue pro- 
posed to ho raised under the amended bill 
could be appropriated! 

The clause passed. 

Clause A. Every person enroled as, or do- 
inn the business ol a barrister, attorney, or 
solicitor, in the Supreme Court of Civil Jus- 
tice of Vancouver Island; £10. 

Mr. llii)*r took exception to this clause as it 
stood, and hoped that sonic consideration 
would be had for new comers by the adoption 
of an amendment allowing them to practice 
for one year without being taxed. This course 
would be only just towards those lawyers 
who were daily arriving in the Colony. 

Mr. Caiy said there were certain classes of 
people who always paid taxes and never got 
ranch sympathy for so doing' ; lawyers belonged 
to this class. He wanted the clause passed as 
raid. 

Mr, Soutligute — Better let traders oil' from 
a tax lor the first year that they are in busi- 
ness. 

The question on the amendment was a 
tic, and the chairman voting in its favor it 
was carried. 

Mr. Cary (who didn't seem to like the 
amendment) laughed ironically and asked 
if "this wasn't a jolly farce .'" 

Clause 15. — Auctioneers, £50. 

Mr. Southgate proposed that auctioneers 
should have a year's grace as well as law- 
yers. 

Mr. Cary— I support that— I support that 
(laughter.) 

Mr. King savr a great deal of difference 
between mental capital and cash capital, and 
nan Id not consent to the same rule applying 
in both cases. 

Air. Southgale — Auctioneers are not sup- 
posed to have any capital at all. 

Mr. Cary — Pass it — pass it, and let's see 
if the Conned will pass or the Governor sign 
it. 

Mr. Helincken— If the honorable Attorney 
General considers ii is mental calibre so 
much in advance of any other person's, let 
him go ahead. 

Mr. Cary — Saw no difference in the two 
classes. Rolieve iho one, relieve the other. 
The employment of auctioneers was one of 
•kill ; so with lawyers. 

Mr. Ring said the auctioneer's goods com- 
manded customers not his skill. 

Mr. Cary — It is not so ; it, is Ibe auc- 
tioneer's skill that brings him tho business, 
not his goods. 

Mr. Ring — Do you mean to say that all 
the skill of the auctioneer will make musty 
goods look fresh '! 

Mr. Cary — Does the honorable member 
mean to insinuate that all Iho skill of a law- 
yer could make a musty case look fresh ? 
| Laughter.] 

Mr. Rmg — No. 

Mr. Cary — Both businesses require de- 
ception ; and 'deception requires skill. [Ho- 
rn wed laughter. J 

The amendment was put and lost, Cary 
and Southgu'e in the affirmative. 

Mr. Helnickon moved to reduce Iho 
• mount of auctioneer's lax to £20, Lost, the 
mover alone in the etlinnative. 

The original clause was then passed. 

Pawnbrokers, 25/. 

Mr- Souihgate wanted to see pawnbrokers 
pay 50/., at least; they, made a largo per 
ccntnge, and were well able to pay as much 
as auctioneers. 

Mi. Helmcken — " First catch your hare 
and then skin it." You will break up the 
only eslablisment in the colony if you in- 
crease the amount of license. 

The Chairman said that the pawnbrokers 
made four per cent, per month, and Mr. Gary 
asked for a postponement in order that ho 
might bring forward a motion to increase the 
amount ol license. Postponement granted. 

Ileal Estate Agents, £10; passed. 

Baukcrs, £50 ; passed. 

Clause F— Every person doing any of the 
businesses or occupations following, viz. : | 
architect, surveyor, engineer, surgeon, or | 
apothecary, £10. 

A long discussion ensued over the above 
clause, Mr. Helmcken moving that the tax on 
aur»eoiis and apothecaries be stricken out, and 
it was so ordered— Mr. Cary alone voting in 
the negative. 

A motion to strike out the entire clause 
failed, but the tux on architects, surveyors, and 
engineers, was reduced to £5. 

Billiard tables, £5 ; passed. 

Bowling alleys or rifle galleries, £2 10s. for 
each alley or gallery ; passed. 

Every "hawker, pedlar, petty chapman, etc., 
halfyenrly license of £25, with exception of 
fruit, fish, csnfectionery or pastry ; passed. 

Adjourned until Wednesday at It p. m.

From Mexico. 

The latest intelligence from Mexico wt llnd in 
the Panama Star end Herald of the 0th inst. The 
dates ftoro Vera Crui are to the 10th of August. 

General Loroucez was jtill isntrsnchad at Ori- 
zaba, where with liUOO men he might resist the en- 
tire Mexican force. ; he had 6000 men, ami rein- 
forcements were daily expected from France. The 
troops wore healthy. Communication between Ori- 
zaba aud Vera Cruz whh difficult, owing to the 
guerilla* who only live by plunder and assassina- 
tion. Yellow fever prevailed at Vera Cruz, and 
of 500 men in garrison one half were laid up. On 
hoard tho Ucct at Sncraficios the saint- sickness 
prevailed. The frigate AmaKiniu lo«t all her crew, 
aud the crew of tho Mcssena was beginning to 
suffer. Three thousand Zouaves were daily ex- 
pected at Vera Crua, who were to bo employed in 
conveying store* and munitions of war tu the in- 
terior. The O'.llh regiment of the line, whilst con. 
voying 100 wagons were attacked by gueirillas, 
hut siguilly routed them. Captain dc Cusses, uiil- 
de-campto Cicncrul Lorencez, goes home with fire 
standards taken from Ibe enemy, to present them 
to the Emperor. 

Siokl and McDowell. — The St. Louis Demo, 
crat of Sept. llth has the following in confirma- 
tion of the report that a serious difficulty took 
place between Sigel and McDowell on the baltlo 
held : 

There is now but little reason to doubt the truth 
of the recent reports that Generals Sigel aud 
McDowell had a serious altercation on the battle 
held in Virginia. The Cincinnati Vvlksblatt of 
last Sunday contains a letter purporting to he from 
an eye witness of tho occurrence. The substance 
of it is thut Sigel, while engaging tho enemy, ob- 
served McDowell waving a handkerchief to the 
rebels. He immediately "rode up nud demanded 
an explanation. The reply being very insulting, 
Sigel resented it with a pistol shot, the ball strik- 
ing McDowell's scabbard. 

The Volfubtatt also states that Sigel, disgusted 
with the corruption and iuelliciency of the military 
commanders in the Bast, will resign, if not relieved 
from service in that ([uarter. 

The Uochester (N, Y.) Democrat has the follow- 
ing testimony to the same tiled. It says : 

*' We are told, on what seems to he good au- 
thority, that there is a letter in this city written by 
an ol'icer who was an eye wilnoss of the circum- 
stance which ho describes, stating that during the 
light Gen. McDowell took from his pocket a whito 
handkerchief, which ho attached lo tho end of his 
sword and waved alofl us if signaling some one. 
General Sigel, observing the act, rode up and de- 
manded McDowell's reason for such conduct. 
McDowell replied that it wus none of his businos, 
at the same time cursing him as a d — d Dutchman, 
whereupon *sigel drew a pistol and lired at Mc- 
Dowell, the ball striking the hitter's sword hilt 
and glancing off."

Tho Indian Troubles — Indiana Defeated. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 1st. — A le'.ter from i'ort Abcr- 
crombie, S ept. 22d, says : " I-'or four weeks wo 
have been surrounded by large bands of Indians. 
Thoy have made two attacks already. Half-breeds 
in the Fort think they have now gone to' got as- 
sistance froiu the Yunctons. Some days 'incc 
they came within two hundred yards of the I'ort, 
and drove off two hundred and fifty head of cattle 
aud horses. Four day! later they made a tierca 
attack. Tho fight lasted two hours, when the In- 
ilii.ns withdrew, taking all theil dead and wounded. 
At three o'clock the pickets discovered their, ap- 
proach in large force. Spreading on', they soon 
completely surrounded the fort, attacking it from 
four sides. The numbers engaged arc variously 
estimated at from 400 to GU0. The fight lasted live 
hours. The loss of the enemy must have been 
great, the firo from the howitzers telling with tor- 
riflic effect. In their rclrcnt they carried oil' their 
dead. T he inhabitants of the towns of lireckin- 
ridge, Evansville, Georgetown, Pommo dc Torre 
and Chippewa, have left, and llic whole country 
for two hundred miles is deserted. It has been 
nearly fire weeks since a mail arrived at the fort, 
and but one messenger came through from St. 
Cloud. 

The mail carrier between Georgetown and Pem- 
bina reporis Hint the Bed Lake Indians show no 
hostile symptoms yet. For a week some 1500 In- 
dians and half breeds have been gathered at Grand 
Forks, the place selected for the treaty. Becom- 
ing dissalisticd, the Pembina Indians drove off all 
tho cattle ; the Ited Lake Indians liowovcr, inter- 
fered, and the cattle were returned. 

Cuicaoo, Oct. 1st.— The St. Pnul /Vela of Sep- 
tember Sth, says ; A party of Wilinehagocs made 
an attack on Ihc Norwegian settlements on the 
south side of the north fork of the Wautonwaii, 
near Mcdelia, and killed four persons. This new 
outbreak is followed bv a stampede of the remain- 
ing seltlcrrt in that vicinity. A body of mounted 
men has been sent in pursuit of the Indiana. It 
is behoved they would be overtaken and punished. 
Col. Sibley's ollicial report or the battle near 
Wood Lake says a severe chastisement was in- 
dicted on the Indians, and so far subdued their 
ardor that they sent a flag of truce into the camp 
to state that the'y were not strong enough tu tight 
us, and desired peace.
